SUBJECT: Meeting with President Thieu: Paris Meetings.

1. In meeting with Thieu this morning, I went over with him sub- 
stance of reftels concerning Dr. Kissinger's talks in Moscow and 
proposed scenario for Paris meetings. He concurs in program 
proposed in reftels. 

2. Thieu raised question concerning how we would explain our 


return to public forum in view of numerous positive statements 
against return while invasion continues and other side shows no 
disposition for serious negotiations. I said that in announcing Dr. 
Kissinger's visit to Moscow, we will clearly convey fact that Viet- 
Nam was purpose of his visit. The fact that announcement of visit 
will be made prior to announcement of our willingness to return to 
public session in Paris will suggest to all that Soviets are engaged 

in efforts to achieve settlement. Thus we will avoid appearance of

backdown to North Vietnamese demands. Thieu was satisfied with

this explanation. 

3. In order to coordinate US/GVN statements on return to public 
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forum, Thieu said GVN Foreign Ministry would simply make 
statement at the same time as we, i. e. , 7:30 p. m. , Tuesday, 
April 25, Washington time (8:30 a. m. , Wednesday, April 26, 
Saigon time) that our two governments had agreed to participat e 
in public session in Paris on April 27.
